CLAIMS 

In view of the decision by The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences dated Dec. 19, 
2008 and in accordance with proper rules and procedures, amend the claims as follows. 

Cancel claims 1-11, 13, 15-20, and 22-35. 

Rewrite claims 12, 14, and 21 as follows: 
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12. A method for real-time determination of exhaust gas flow through an exhaust pipe of 
a vehicle, the method comprising: 

measuring a pressure difference upstream and downstream of a screen; 
measuring exhaust gas temperature; and 

determining the exhaust gas flow based on the pressure difference and the temperature, 
wherein the screen covers substantially the entire area of the exhaust pipe. 

14. A method for real-time determination of exhaust gas flow through an exhaust pipe of 
a vehicle, the method comprising: 

measuring a pressure difference upstream and downstream of a screen; 
measuring exhaust gas temperature; and 

determining the exhaust gas flow based on the pressure difference and the temperature, 
wherein the screen includes about six strands per inch arranged in a generally rectangular 
array that extends across the exhaust pipe. 

21. A portable system for determining exhaust gas flow of a vehicle, the system 
comprising: 

a tube adapted for placement on an exhaust pipe of the vehicle, the tube including a flow 
restricting element extending substantially entirely across a cross-sectional area of the tube, a 
first port disposed upstream of the flow restricting element for measuring a first pressure, and a 
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second port disposed downstream of the flow restricting element for measuring a second 
pressure; and 

a device in communication with the tube for determining the exhaust gas flow based on a 
difference between the first and second pressures, 

wherein the flow restricting element comprises a screen and the screen comprises a 
plurality of strands arranged in a generally square array with less than ten strands per inch.
